NORTHERN MINISTER

Vatican Raid 


Replying to the allegation made by 
Vatican radio on Monday that 
Italian Fascist militiamen had 
violated the Church ot St. Paul, in 
the Vatican, the Stefani News 
Agency issued a communiqué deny- 
ing the charge. 

The communiqué stated that the 
Republican police of Rome com- 
pleted an important operation in the 
College of San Paolo. After sur- 
rounding the building they entered 
it and “ found hidden there General 
Monti, four other officers, nine 
Jews, two officers of the police, and 
48 youths who had evaded military 
service. These were all arrested. 
The police also found and recovered 
four motor cars, three hundred tyres 
and six thousand litres of petrol,“ 
the communiqué said.

Cattle Transport 
Delays 


Complaints about the rumming ot 
special trains from fairs were made 
at a meeting of the Irish Livestock 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association 
in Dublin last night. It was claimed 
that after the war Canadian traders 
would be able to ship cattle from 
Montreal in less time than it takes 
from the country to Dublin. 

It was alleged that cattle had been 
enclosed in carriages for a period of 
32 hours, and had to be treated by 
veterinary surgeons afterwards. Half 
the meetings of the Association were 
taken up with complaints about the 
delay in the transport of livestock. 
It was decided to refer the matter 
to the National Executive. Cattle 
received such treatment 
before they were monopolised. 


British Pact with 


A financial pact and a mutual aid 
agreement for war-time purposes 
were signed yesterday between the 
French North African Committee 
and the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment, after negotiations which Sir 
John Anderson, Chancellor Of the 
Exchequer, described in the House 
of Commons as smooth and har- 
monious.

Another factor in inoreasing the 
demand for note currency is the big 
influx of small money in the 
form of remittances from emigrafts 
earning wages outside the country. 
It was over million in 1942. (in 
the ordinary way this inflationary

Yet 
another is the growth of expenditure 
on the national defence forces, much 
of which, being in the form of pay:
